This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species. 

a) The single chain TCR of claim 144 that is HLA class I or class II restricted. The 
species are independent or distinct because the peptides bound by Class I versus Class 
II (and presented to TCR) are functionally distinct and have distinct amino acid 
sequences. 

b) The single chain TCR that binds a p53 derived peptide or one of the other T cell 
antigens disclosed in the specification (aka HIV, etc). The species are independent or 
distinct because the peptides derived from the aformentioned antigens are functionally 
distinct and have different amino acid sequences.
